To feed ticks for purposes of (1) maintain tick colonies, (2) generating tick tissue, protein, DNA, 
and RNA specimens, and (3) testing the anti-tick vaccine efficacy of candidate recombinant tick 
vaccine antigens. 


5. Describe what pain and/or distress occurred; and explain the procedure producing 
pain and/or distress; 

During tick infestation, we place an Elizabethan collar to prevent rabbits from scratching off the 
tick containment apparatus. Repeatedly infested rabbits can develop immunity to tick saliva 
proteins. In severe cases this can cause skin irritation and itching. We limit the formation of these 
reactions by limiting tick feeding periods to two per animal. 


State 
methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere

The central goal of the research is to understand how ticks evade the host defense mechanism to 
allow the ticks to feed. By determining these mechanisms we will be able to find important tick 
proteins that can be used to develop anti-tick vaccines. Artificial feeding of the ticks would not be 
a suitable alternative since we need an intact host immune system to determine the role of the 
tick proteins. The potential pain and/or distress associated with this study is due to the rabbits 
developing an immunological (allergic) response to the tick proteins which results in skin 
irritation and itching. This normally occurs after repeated tick feeding episodes. We attempt to 
minimize these reactions by limiting the tick feeding to two periods. Although this process 
eliminates most of the allergy development, we can’t guarantee it will eliminate all of the 
reactions to the tick proteins. We could prevent animals from developing resistance to tick 
feeding by injecting them with immune-suppressants; however this would compromise our 
results since we are trying to elucidate how the tick proteins affect the host immune system. We 
place an Elizabethan collar on the rabbits to prevent them from scratching their ears excessively 
and removing the protective stockinette. In addition, the rabbits are monitored twice daily to 
observe any unusual or excessive reactions to the ticks or the Elizabethan collar.

Category E Justification - The University of Texas at San Antonio 

Guinea pigs challenged with Chlamydia caviae develop an infection localized to the genital epithelium 
and do not experience pain or distress (as evidenced by lack of overt signs of illness) during resolution of 
the infection (approximately 36 days from time of challenge). This is similar to the situation in human 
females where approximately 80% are asymptomatic. Additionally, in the available literature, there 
have been no reports of Guinea pigs displaying morbidity or mortality after genital chlamydial infection. 
However, the genital chlamydial infection may result in upper genital tract sequelae, such as infertility. 

There is a lack of evidence in the literature that animals infected with this organism experience pain and 
distress. Additionally, the use of pharmacological agents such as analgesics will alter the immune 
response and there is significant evidence in the scientific literature showing that the administration of 
pain medication interferes with immune functions (for example with antigen processing and 
presentation; the inflammatory mechanisms involved in the initiation; and cytokine differentiation and 
recruitment of T cells to the joints or other sites of inflammation; as has been shown for NSAID's (Refs; 
1-6), morphines (opioids) (Refs: 7-8) or steroids (Refs: 9-12). Moreover, it is not predictable how specific 
drugs for pain control may affect the expected outcome of our studies. It is likely that pain control will 
alter both T cell and ARC function and will jeopardize the outcome of our study.

Ninety-four guinea pigs were used to: 1) provide biological samples from animal models of 
invasive pulmonary Aspergillosis (I PA) to support the development and assessment of new 
assays for diagnosis of IPA; 2) evaluate investigational methods of treatment for IPA; 3) refine 
and optimize animal models for IPA. Animals were Immunosuppressed and challenged with 
Aspergillus fumigatus. During the period of infection animals were observed at least twice daily 
for signs of illness. Any distressed animals were euthanized. The guinea pig is an established 
model of IPA in our lab. The guinea pig model of IPA was used as an alternative evaluation 
species (vs mice) when larger quantities of tissues or sera were desired for evaluation of 
surrogate markers of infection or in diagnostics development or research.

Pain or distress relief was not provided during the course of Aspergillus infection due to the 
potential that anesthetics, analgesics or sedative drugs would alter survivability or influence 
tissue burden of infection.

The protocol A11.002 is designed to evaluate the effectiveness of new antibiotic molecules for the 
treatment of Clostridium difficile infections (CDI, toxic megacolon). The primary basis for determining an 
effective compound is that it will lengthen the survival time of hamsters when compared to the control 
group (described below). 

Control Animal Group: In these experiments, the Control group is defined as subjects receiving the 
infectious dose of C. difficile and is not given the test drugs or analgesics. The control group is critical to 
the interpretation of the test data i.e. the statistical evaluation of the test data relies solely on what 
happens in the control group. To ensure the validity of the data, both the test groups and control 
groups are treated in exactly the same manner, except for the use of antibiotic test drug in the test 
group. Therefore, since analgesics are not given to the test group, analgesics are also not given to the 
control group; this ensures that both the test group and control group are evaluated under the same 
conditions with the only variable being the test antibiotic used in test group. Because of this approach 
in standardizing the control group to the test group, (1) we do not include control group animals each 
time samples are tested, but only when parameters change (2) the overall numbers of animals in the 
control group is drastically reduced. 

Procedures Producing Pain: In this model, pain results from the establishment of a gastrointestinal 
infection in the hamster, following administering an infectious dose to the animal. Other procedures 
involving handling are routine, such as administration of subcutaneous dose of antibiotic to commence 
the infection or administering bacteria or drug via oral gavage.

Administration of analgesics may alter the course of infection leading to an increase in survival of

the statistical interpretation of test results, since the quality of control group data is critical to evaluating 
the results of the test group as mentioned above (1-5). The effect of analgesics may occur through a 
potential delay of gastric clearance, which could retain and increase the levels of toxin load in gut, 
thereby increasing disease severity and likely a faster time to death (6-10). According to White et al. (6) 
pain management is challenging in patients with toxic megacolon because non-steroidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs may exacerbate bleeding; further, opioids may also adversely affect bowel 
peristalsis causing an increased risk of colonic perforation. Therefore, the use of analgesics to relieve 
pain may adversely affect these experiments. Although, we have not found there to be use of analgesics 
in the hamster model of CDI, from the literature (Jan ll''’ 2012; Ref. 1-5 as examples), the main reasons 
for not using analgesics in our experiments are described above. Should we use analgesics in the control 
group, it would also be scientifically required that they also be used in the test group to mitigate 
differences between the two groups. However, since different drug compounds are evaluated in our 
study, there is the potential for analgesics to affect their activity or pharmacokinetic (PK) properties, 
which affects the outcome of the experiment and generate false data. Further, the use of analgesics 
would place a greater demand, that the control group must be run each time new antibiotic molecules 
are tested so as to encompass possible PK disruptions, which is unlike our current practice stated above 

i.e. our approach above reduces numbers, whilst the inclusion of analgesics may increase the number 
requirement overtime.

4. Clostridium difficile is a bacterium that infects the intestines of humans 
and other animals.

Therefore, the purpose of this protocol is 
to use a hamster model that is infected with Clostridium difficile to test new 
medications for the treatment of this disease. The hamster model 
produces a disease similar to what humans experience, so this model will 
be used to make sure that new medications work before they are used in 
humans. Male or female hamsters will be used in this model and they will 
be orally infected with Clostridium difficile. Additionally, a drug 
(clindamycin) known to promote Clostridium difficile disease in the 
hamster and other animals (humans) will be dosed under the skin either 1 
day before or 1 day after infection. Within 48 to 72 hours of infection, the 
infection becomes progressively severe, and therefore, experimental 
treatment of the infection will start within 16 to 20 hours after infection or 
16 to 24 hours after clindamycin dosing. Medications tested for the 
treatment of this disease can be dosed orally (feeding tube) and/or under 
the skin.

Additionally, the ‘DLAM Criteria for Removing Animals from Study’ will be 
used as a guide for detecting a sick animal associated with this protocol. 
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4. Acid and other digestive proteins produced by the stomach affect some 
medications that are taken by mouth. These stomach products can 
reduce a medicine's ability to treat diseases associated with the small and 
large intestines of humans and other animals. Therefore, the purpose of 
this protocol is to dose medications directly into the intestines of hamsters 
so that the effects of stomach products can be evaluated for medications 
that are being tested for the treatment of Clostridium difficile intestinal 
infections. The results from these studies will be used to determine the 
changes that will need to be made to new medications in order for them to 
be taken by mouth for the treatment of this deadly disease. Male 
hamsters will be used in this model and they will have tubing surgically 
placed into their small intestines before they are infected. To do this, 
animals will be put to sleep and the gut area will be opened to expose the 
small and large intestines. Tubing will be placed into the small intestine 
section that joins the large intestine, and the tubing will be secured in 
place. The other end of the tubing will be routed under the skin to an area 
between the shoulder blades and then pulled through the skin at that 
point. Warm water will be flushed through the tubing beginning at the end 
located between the shoulder blades and a metal plug will be placed in 
that end. Flushing with warm water will be done every other day, and 
animals will be held by hand when doing this step. Animals will be given 
pain medication before and after surgery, and each animal will be 
monitored every 6 to 18 hours for any issues that may have resulted from 
surgery. Some issues can include slowed movements, lowered body 
temperature, abdominal swelling, and decreased food consumption. 
Additionally, the 'DLAM Criteria for Removing Animals from Study' will be 
used as a guide to identify issues related to surgery as well. If the pain 
medication does not help relieve these issues, then animals that are 
suffering will be removed from the study and humanely euthanized by 
approved methods. Animals that appear normal and healthy will be 
housed separately and orally infected with Clostridium difficile 7 days after 
surgery. Additionally, a drug (clindamycin) known to promote Clostridium 
difficile disease in the hamster and other animals (humans) will be dosed 
under the skin either 1 day before or 1 day after infection. Within 48 to 72 
hours of infection, the infection becomes progressively severe, and 
therefore, experimental treatment of the infection will start within 16 to 20 
hours after infection or 16 to 24 hours after clindamycin dosing. 
Medications tested for the treatment of this disease can be dosed orally 
(feeding tube) or dosed through the tubing that was directly placed into the 
small intestine. For treatments given through the tubing, the metal plug 
will be removed from the end near the shoulder blades and medication 
doses will be injected through the tube for approximately 2 minutes. This 
will be followed by flushing the tube with warm water for 2 minutes. 
Medications can be dosed up to 3 times a day for up to 7 days, and a

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Houston has granted an 
exception to the water requirement for nonhuman primates (watering less than twice a day for one 
hour each time). 

After careful review of the scientific justification, two investigators were granted lACUC approval to 
utilize carefully monitored water control as a motivational tool for cognitive testing in rhesus 
macaques: 

• For investigator #1 , at intervals of no more than once per week, animals are provided a full 
ration of water for 2-3 hours in the morning on the day prior to a scheduled testing session, 
at which time the water is removed. Depending on the testing schedule, some of these 
animals have the potential to go without water for 24 hours. 

• For investigator #2, at intervals of no more than once per week, a half-ration of water is 
provided at 8:00 in the morning and an additional half ration of water at noon on the day prior 
to a scheduled testing. Depending on the testing schedule and how fast the nonhuman 
primate consumes the second half-ration of water, an animal could potentially be without 
water for 24 hours. 


Not all subjects are tested each week. 

On other days, animals are provided water during and after their cognitive training session for at 
least 2 hours per day. The water restriction does not exceed 24 hours and therefore is considered to 
be compliant with the Animal Welfare Act section 3.83. 

There are additional periods during the week during which animals are provided full access to water. 

Per the lACUC-approved protocols, these animals are assessed daily by the investigative and 
veterinary staff, and weights are required to be documented weekly. These weights are provided to 
the full lACUC for review on a monthly basis; any deviations or problems are discussed in the 
meeting There have been no clinical problems noted in these animals. 

For fiscal year 2014, 9 animals were granted one of these exceptions.

A total of 1 5 calves and 6 sheep on 9 separate lACUC-approved protocols were confined 
to a stanchion for the minimum period of time necessary to accomplish the objectives of 
the approved research protocols, sometimes exceeding 24 hours, in order to provide 
proper care during the post-operative period, and to prevent harm to the animal during 
this period. The lACUC reviewed and approved the explanation and justification for 
“extended restrainf ’ in each of these protocols.

lACUC-APPROVED EXCEPTIONS: 

1. Rabbits - 16 kits during this reporting period 

The lACUC has approved the use of hay rather than a nest box for rabbit offspring less than one 
month of age. The sides of the cage and the flooring protect offspring from getting entrapped or 
falling through the cage sides or floor. By eliminating a hard-sided nest box, there are fewer 
incidents of offspring getting trapped and squeezed between the cage walls and the nest box. 
The hay provides a safe haven for the offspring in breeding cages of this design.
